Hagar, the Egyptian servant 
girl of Sarah whom she gave to be 
Abraham’s wife and then hated, 
has always had my sympathy. 
Sarah and Abraham doubted that 
God would give Sarah aé_ child 
when she was old, and they agreed 
to help God keep His promise of 
a son and heir by having Abraham 
take the slave girl as a wife. The 
story is told in Genesis, chapters 
16 to 21. There is small wonder 
that when the Egyptian girl con- 
ceived a child “her mistress was 
despised in her eyes” (Gen. 16:4). 
Sarah made the life of her servant 
woman miserable, greatly to 
Abraham’s distress, and he later 
was instructed to hearken' to 
Sarah and send the defenseless 
woman and her child out into the 
pitiless wilderness. 


The poor mother went away 
with a bottle of water and some 
bread, and when the water was 
gone she laid her child down to 
die and hid her face from his suf- 
fering with the despairing tears 
of a mother’s anguish. But God 


had not forgotten. Genesis 21:16- 
19 says: 

“And she. went, and sat her 
down over against him a good way 
off, as it were a bowshot: for she 
said, Let me not see the death 
of the child. And she sat over 
against him, and lift up her voice, 
and wept. And God heard the 
voice of the lad; and the angel of 
God called to Hagar out of heaven, 
and said unto her, What aileth 
thee, Hagar? fear not; for God 
hath heard the voice of the lad 
where he is. Arise, lift wp the lad, 
and hold him in thine hand; for 
I will make him a great nation. 
And God opened her eyes, and she 
saw a well of water; and she 
went, and filled the bottle with 
water, and gave the lad drink.

ferred to when the two brothers, 
James and John, came.to Him, as 
recorded in the tenth chapter of 
this same Gospel, asking for the 
privileged seats on His right hand 
and on His left in the coming 
kingdom. The Lord Jesus told 
them, “Ye know not what ye 
ask: can ye drink of the cup that 
I drink of? and be baptized with 


.the baptism that I am baptized 


with?” (vs. 38). The cup, of 
course, referred to His inward suf- 
ferings; the baptism to the out- 
ward. 


They foolishly said, “We cart’ 

Then the Lord replied, in effect, 
‘Well, all right, you can. You, too, 
will die a violent death at the 
hands of men.’ 

One of the brothers, James, was 
the first to die the violent death, 
and John, the-other brother, was 
the last of the disciples to die. But 
Jesus said, ‘‘Can you drink of the 
cup that I drink of? and be bap- 
tized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with?” He was referring 
here to the agonies, to the suffer- 
ings on the cross of Calvary that 


He was to endure in our place and 
stead. 


Of the depth of the drinking of 
that cup and the awfulness of 


that baptism, I don’t suppose any 


individual will ever know or will 
ever fully, truly understand. In 
order to comprehend the intense 
sufferings of Christ, in order to 
understand this cry, “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” one would have to go to 
Hell and taste the agonies of Hell 
itself. 


But even to go to Hell would 
not be sufficient. We would need 
to go to Hell as a Sinless one, as 
one who had never committed 
iniquity of our own, never been 
guilty of any sin of our own. Even 
that would not be sufficient. In 
order to understand the agonies 
of this suffering He endured it 
would be necessary to go to Hell 
as the sinless Son of God. Only 
He, the Son of God, the only one 
who was sinless in Himself, could 
understand fully all that was in- 
volved when He died on the cross 
and cried, “My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken. me?” 

It was said that the great re- 
former, Martin .Luther, sat for 
hours in one position in his study 
studying this cry from the cross. 
After considerable meditation he 
was seen to rise from his seat 
and exclaim in amazement, “God

There is another passage close- 
ly connected with the two that we 
have just been studying, and that 
is closely connected with them in 
thought, to which I shall now call 
your attention. It is found in 
Ephesians 6:18: ) 

“With all prayer and supplica- 
tion praying at all seasons IN 
THE SPIRIT, and watching there- 
unto in all perseverance and sup- 
plication for all the saints.” 

The three words to which I wish 
to call your especial attention are 
these, “in the Spirit.” We find the 
same thought in the Epistle of 
Jude, verses 20, 21: 


“But ye, beloved, building up 
yourselves on your most holy 
faith, PRAYING IN THE HOLY 
GHOST, keep yourselves in the 
love of God, looking for the mercy 
of our Lord Jesus Christ unto 
eternal life.” 

In those words, “praying in the 
Holy Spirit,” and “praying in the 
Holy Ghost,” we find one of the 
two greatest secrets of prevailing 
prayer, 

The other of the two greatest 
secrets of prevailing prayer is 
found in the words of our Lord 
Jesus in John 14:13, 14: 

“And whatsoever ye shall ask 
IN MY NAME, that will I do, that 
the Father may be glorified in the 


Son. If ye shall ask any thing IN 
MY NAME, that, will I do.” 
Those words we studied day be- 
fore yesterday, “Praying in the 
name of the Lord Jesus,’ and 
“Praying in the Holy Ghost” are 
the two great secrets of prevail- 
ing prayer. If anyone should ask

These notes are written Fri- 
day, January 16, in the bedroom 
of Pastor Ronald Creech of the 
Edgemont Free Will Baptist 
Church, Durham, North Carolina, 


These Busy, Busy Days! 


Four of us, Evangelist Walt 
Handford, Mrs. John R. Rice, Miss 
Joy Rice, and this editor, left 
Wheaton Saturday afternoon for 
North Carolina. We were driven 
twenty-six miles to the Chicago 
airport and daughter Libby (Mrs. 
Walt Handford) took the car home 
after we boarded an Eastern Air 
Lines plane for Highpoint, North 
Carolina. We came for three large- 
scale conferences on revival and 
soul winning at Winston-Salem, 
Durham, and Wilson, North Caro- 
lina. We were met by Pastor El- 
mo Renegar of the Urban Street 
Baptist Church, Winston-Salem. 

The Winston-Salem four-day 
conference, conducted by the 
Sword of the Lord, had as hosts 
the Faith Baptist Tabernacle, Rev. 
Paul Raker, pastor, and the Urban 
Street Baptist Church. The services 
were held in the large Salem Bap- 
tist Church. The Piedmont Bible 
College, Dr. Stevens, president, 
helped in the conference. 

I spoke three times Sunday—at 
Mount Calvary Baptist Church, 
Highpoint, where two were saved; 


at aomass meeting at Salem 
Church in the afternoon; and at 
Faith Baptist Tabernacle — that 


night. Monday morning I was up 
at 6:00 to speak for the C.B.M.C. 
breakfast in Greensboro, and 
then spoke twice in the large 
conference. Yesterday I spoke 
twice on radio broadcasts and 
gave two major messages in the 
conference. Besides, we have had 
an hour and a half devotional time 
each noonday. I have _ traveled 
back and forth between five North 
Carolina cities. I have sung, 
preached, prayed, counseled, have 
averaged only about six hours 
sleep a night. I have mail with 
me unanswered, sermons waiting 
for editing, still untouched. Oh, 
these busy, blessed days! 


Tonight after the services clos- 
ing at Durham, we will pack up 
books and songbooks, drive back 
to our hotel room in Wilson, 
where Dr. Malone, Evangelist 
Walt Handford, and Dr: Bill Rice 
are holding the fort. Then Satur- 
day night, after speaking, Bill 
Harvey and I will take an oOver- 
night train to Jackson to begin 
another conference while Dr. Bill 
and my son Walt and Singer Ellis 
Zehr close the conference on Sun- 
day. Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., was a 
great blessing for four days also. 


Those Blessed Preachers! 

I thank God for the fellowship 
with Bible-believing preachers this 
week. There are many. Preachers 
have attended the Winston-Salem 
conference alone thie week from 


Maryland, Virginia, West .Virginia, 
Ohio, South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina, Illinois, and elsewhere. 


Tuesday morning there were 
seventy-two preachers in the ser- 
vices—pastors, evangelists, and 
missionaries. Many others have at- 
tended other services. 


The conference at Durham was 
sponsored by seventeen pastors, 
noble men of God, and their hearts 
have been running over with joy 
over the new fellowship they have 
found with each other, and with 
the great spiritual impact of the 
conference. There are teeming 
plans to start strong visitation 
soul-winning programs, and many 
a new resolution and noble vow 
to God have been made. 

Little groups of pastors from 
various areas have pleaded with 
us for such conferences on revival 
and soul winning in their areas or 
in their churches,

Council of Churches 


Professor Josef L. Hromadka, 
the No. 1 Protestant defender of 
Communism, has won a vote of 
confidence from the central com- 
mittee of the World Council of 
Churches. 


Meeting in its annual session 
August 21 to 29, Dr. P. O. Bersell 
of Minneapolis, a leader in the 
Augustana Lutheran Church, made 
another move to drop Prof. Hro- 
madka from the small executive 
committee of the WCC, set up an- 
nually by the 90-member central 
committee. Dr. Bersell’s effort in

1957 at New Haven, 
This time he proposed a change in 
election procedure which called for 
the nomination of 15 and election 
by secret ballot of only 12. This 
proposal was defeated in the cen- 
tral committee following its refer- 
ence to a smaller subcommittee. 


In a special release from Nys 
borg, August 28, the World Council 
of Churches’ press department re- 
ported: ‘‘All twelve candidates re- 
ceived the required majority of the 
votes cast, including Professor 
Josef Hromadka of Czechoslovakia, 
whose election had been questioned 
by Dr. Bersell at last summer’s 
Central Committee meeting.” 


The vote on the 12 nominees was 
by secret ballot. Francis P. Miller, 
Charlottesville, Va., a Presby- 
terian, U. S., layman, requested the 
secret ballot “to save embarrass- 
ment on the part of people who 
could not conscientiously vote for 
the full slate.” It was clear to all 
members of the central committee 
that the maneuver was aimed at 
Professor Hromadka. It was equal- 
ly true that the majority of the 
leaders of the World Council of 
Churches intend to keep Hromad- 
ka in the inner circle of their 
movement. 


Hromadka retains his position 
on the central committee as well 
as othér representatives from 
Communist-controlled churches in 
Iron Curtain countries. No effort 
was made to remove Hromadka or 
Communist Lajos Veto or other 
Iron Curtain delegates from the 
central committee itself. 


Others re-elected to the execu- 
tive committee are: Dr. Eugene 
Carson Blake, ‘United Presbyterian 
Church in the U.S.A.; Dr. Kathleen 
Bliss, Anglican, United Kingdom; 
Archbishop Y. Brilioth, Lutheran, 
Sweden; Rev. Peter K. Dagadu, 
Methodist, Ghana; Bishop L.. de 
Mel, Anglican, Ceylon; Professor 
George Florovsky, - Orthodox, 
U.S.A.; Metropolitan James of 
Philadelphia, Orthodox; Dr. Martin 
Niemoeller, Evangelical Church of 
Germany; Bishop G. Bromley Ox- 
nam, Methodist, U.S.A.; Dean Lis- 
ton Pope, Congregational, U.S.A.; 
R. D. Paul, Church of South India. 

The six presidents of the World 
Council and the chairman and 
vice-chairman of the central com- 
mittee are ex officio members of 
the executive committee.

Right to Work 


There are just eighteen states 
that say employees may not be 
compelled to join a union. The 
pressure is on to bring all the 
states into compulsory union mem- 
bership.. In California Senator 
Knowland is risking his political 
career on the side of freedom. 
Once it was the shop that fired 
the worker, now the worker can 
close the shop and say who is 
eligible to work, Tyranny can 
eome from one end of the eco- 
nomic spectrum as well as from 
the other. Certain men must domi- 
nate the scene or else. God has 
endowed man with different abili- 
ties. Each man should have the 
basic right to sell this ability 
where it is needed. Unfortunately, 
as soon as certain men gain privi- 
leges they seek to entrench them- 
selves against any competition. 
Hence, the one thing that keeps 
free men alert and at their best 
is squelched. The Australian Labor 
Party decided that “it does not 
assist in building a virile union 
organization in which people be- 
come unionists because they be- 
lieve in it.” An old adage says, 
“Power corrupts.” It would seem 
{from the investigations into union- 
ism that the movement fertilizes 
its own seeds of disintegration.

Foolproof (?) Birth Control 

Young couples in our twentieth 
century, principally to escape the 
responsibilities and cares of a 
family, often seek more effective 
means of birth control. A Rotter- 
dam plumber and his wife, Mr. 
and Mrs. Gerrit C. Schaeffer, dis- 
covered a sure way of ridding 
themselves of unwanted babies— 
but they ended wp in jail charged 
with murder! It seems that. the 
Schaeffers, both in their mid- 
thirties and parents of six living 
children, decided that their family 
was large enough and so inthe 
last seven years murdered each 
newborn baby upon arrival—a 
total of four in all, They confessed 
to the killings when police dis- 
covered the body of a days-old 
infant, along with the skeletons of 
three other babies, in the attic of 
their suburban home. 


According to the neighbors, the 
Schaeffers were good to the six 
living children—ages seven. to 
thirteen—and he was secretary of 
the Children’s Playground Associ- 
ation in his district. But in 1951, 
when Mrs. Schaeffer became preg- 
nant for’the seventh time, they 
decided they did not want the 
baby and planned to kill it as 
soon as it was born. 

This they did! 

In 1952, another baby was born 
and they killed it. They did the 
same in 1954, Last November, 
their tenth child was born and 
promptly murdered. But “murder 
will out” and when Mrs. Schaeffer 
became dangerously ill due to lack 
of proper medical attention, a 
doctor was called and the grisly 
crime was exposed. 


A terrible tragedy? Yes, but 
if you are going to murder your 
babies it matters little when you 
do it. The late B. H. Shadduck 
suggested, in his fascinating little 
booklet, Stopping the Stork, that 
parents wait until the babies are 
born before deciding whether to 
kill them or not, The above. men- 
tioned couple in the Netherlands 
was just a little later than the 
average in murdering what the 
Bible calls. “an heritage of the 
Lord: and. ..his reward’ (Ps. 
127 :3). 

Yes, the Schaeffers had a sure 
method. of eliminating unwanted 
children—but this column does 
not recommend it, firmly believ- 
ing that what the Scripture de- 


scribes as God’s gifts can hardly 
be tragic mistakes!

Vivian Davis. During twenty years 
of marriage she has given me 
great happiness, comfort, counsel 
and, two fine children. As we be- 
gin our twenty-first year, I am 
proud to assume any and all her 
wishes.” 

God intended every home to be 
a happy home—a sample of what 
Heaven will be like! This is pos- 
sible, in the extent God intended, 
only as that home is firmly es- 
tablished upon the solid rock. 
foundation, Jesus Christ. The 
blueprint for a happy home can 
be found in His instructions to 
husbands and wives set forth in 


My wife has divorced me and 
has remarried. Will God for- 
give this divorce? Am I free to 
marry again? 


Answer: A divorce is always sad, 
and I think a divorce ought to be 
avoided when possible. Surely 
Jesus taught that a divorce was 
never to be had by a Christian 
except for fornication (Matt. 19: 
9). 

However, I do not believe that 
you were principally to blame in 
this matter. And I do not think 
God holds you to account for the 
divorce. You did not want it, you 
did not seek it, and wanted to stay 
with your wife and make a good 
husband. 

Now ,.do you baie a right to 
remarry? Are you a free man? 

I think that according to the 
Word of God you are. I do not say 
that just because you are divorced, 
but because your wife has mar- 
ried somebody else, and so, I 
think, according to the Bible, has 
committed fornication and so your 
marriage is broken and you are 
free. 

I do not think you could re- 
store the former marriage if you 
wanted to; and I do not think 
God holds you accountable — for 
that. 

Some Christian people will hold 
it against you that you have a 
divorce, And some will think that 
you had no right to remarry. But 
as I understand the Bible, when 
one partner has broken the mar- 


riage by fornication, as your. wife. 
has done by marrying another 
man, and since the marriage can- 
not be restored, then there is a 
scriptural ground for a divorce. 
God counts the former marriage 
broken, and counts you a free 
man, 


I do not say that you should 
marry. You will have to talk to 
God about that and get His lead- 
ing in the matter. But I say that 
you are not married, you are free, 

Yes, any sin or failure can be 
forgiven if confessed. 

Now there is: nothing more you 
can do about it as far as I know, 
The marriage is broken. I suggest 
that you simply tell the Lord that 
you will leave the matter in His 
hands. You are sorry about the 
divorce. If in anywise you have 
failed your young wife, then you 
are sorry for that. Perhaps she 
was too young to be married. I 
rather think she was. But when 
you have confessed to the Lord 
whatever you think may have been 
wrong with you, then you are to 
count it settled and forgiven.. For 
He plainly promised, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness” (I John 1:9). 

Do not fret and grieve, dear 
brother. I do not know that this 
came on because of your sin at all. 
It may be that God will use it 
yet to show you how 
and how you need Him. Maybe 
God is trying to get you ready 
for further use. We always ought 
to take such matters by faith. 
What we cannot understand, we 
can simply trust the Lord about. 
You know He loves you. You know 
that “all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called accord- 
ing to his purpose.’ So depend 
upon the Lord and have peace in 
mind, and don’t worry about it 
any more.

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Praying in the Holy Spirit

me, “What is the great secret of 
holy living,” I would say at once, 
“Living in the Holy Spirit.” If 
anyone should ask me, “What is 
the great secret of effective ser- 
vice for Jesus Christ,’’ I should re- 
ply at once, “Serving in the Holy 
Spirit.” If anyone should ask me, 
“What is the one greatest secret 
of profitable Bible study?” I 
would reply, “Studying in the 
Holy Spirit.” And if anyone_should 
ask me what was the one great 
all-inclusive secret of prevailing 
prayer, I should reply, “Praying in 
the Holy Spirit.” It is the prayer 
that the Holy Spirit inspires that 
God the Father answers. 


What Does It Mean to Pray 
in the Holy Ghost? 


To pray “in the Holy Ghost,” or 
to “pray in the Holy Spirit” means 
to pray as the Holy Spirit, our 
ever-present, indwelling Friend, 
Counsellor, and Guide, the “other 
Comforter,” whom our Lord Je- 
sus Himself promised us when He 
Himself left this world (John 14: 
15-17, 26), and who has taken the 
place of our Lord during His ab- 
sence from us, inspires us and 
guides us to pray. Over and over 
again in what we have studied 
in these sermons on prayer we 
have seen our dependence upon 
the Holy Spirit if we are to pray 
aright. 


When we were studying Acts 
12:5 in our sermon, ‘‘How to Pray 
So As. to Get What We Ask,” 
we saw it was the Holy Spirit 
whose work it was to lead us into 
the presence of God and to make 
God real to us, so that we were 
really praying “unto God’: we 
saw also that it was He who gave 
us that intense earnestness in 
prayer that prevails with God. 
And yesterday when we were 
studying, “How to Pray ‘Accord- 
ing to the Will of God,” and 
“How to Pray ‘the Prayer of 
Faith,’”’ we saw that it was the 
Holy Spirit who revealed to us 
what God’s will was as we prayed, 
and who led us to pray according 
to His will so that we might know 
as we prayed that we had asked 
something that was according. to 
God's will, and might know that 
the prayer was heard. 


1. What are the characteristics 
of the prayer that is “in the Holy 
Spirit,” the characteristics of the 
praying which the Holy Spirit in- 
spires? 

(1) The first characteristic of 
the prayer that is in the Holy 
Spirit is intense earnestness. This 
we see in Romans 8:26: “And in 
like manner the Spirit also help- 
eth our infirmity: for we know 
not how to pray as we ought; but 
the Spirit himself maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered.” 

As we saw in studying Acts 12: 
5, the prayer that prevails with 
God is the prayer into which we 
throw our whole heart, the prayer 
of intense earnestness; and it is 
the Holy Spirit who inspires us to 
that intense earnestness in prayer. 
Oh, how cold and formal we are 
in many of our prayers. How little 
intense longing there is in our 
souls to obtain the thing that 
we ask. We pray even for the 
salvation of the lost with much 
indifference, though we ought to 
realize that if our prayers are 
not heard they are going to spend 
eternity in Hell. But men and 
women whose prayer life is under 
the control of the Holy Spirit 
pray with intense earnestness; 
they cry mightily to God; there is 
a great burden of prayer in their 
hearts; they pray sometimes with 
groanings which cannot be ut- 
tered. 


Mr. Finney tells us about a 
man named Abel Clary. He says 
of him: 

“He had been licensed to 
preach; but his spirit of pray- 
er was such, he was so bur- 
dened with the souls of men, 
that he was not able to preach 
much, his whole time and 
strength being given to pray- 
er. The burden of his soul 
would frequently be so great 
that he was unable to stand, 
and he would writhe and 
groan in agony. I was well 
acquainted with him, and 
knew something of the won- 
derful spirit of prayer that 
was upon him. He was a very 
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silent man, as almost all are 


he 


who have that powerful spirit 
of prayer.” | 

Abel Clary was of great assist- 
ance to Mr. Finney simply by 
praying, in his work in Rochester, 
New York, where a revival sprang 
up the report of which resulted in 
revivals all over the country, and 
which, it is said, brought one hun- 
dred thousand souls to Christ in 
a year. 

Of Mr. Clary’s work in Roches- 
ter, Mr. Finney writes: 


“The first I knew of his be- 
ing in Rochester, a gentleman 
who lived about a mile west 
of the city called on me one 
day and asked me if I knew 
a Mr. Abel Clary, a minister. 
I told him that I knew him 
well. ‘Well,’ he said, ‘he is at 
my house, and has been there 
for some time, and I don't 
know what to think of him.’ 
I said, ‘I have not seen him at 
any of our meetings.’ ‘No,’ 
he replied, ‘he cannot go to 
meeting, he says. He prays 
nearly all the time, day and 
night, and in such agony of 
mind that I do not know what 
to make of it. Sometimes he 
cannot even stand on his 
knees, but will lie prostrate 
on the floor, and groan and 
pray in a manner that quite 
astonishes me.’ I said to the 
brother, ‘I understand it: 
please keep still. It will all 
come out right; he will surely 
prevail.’ ” 


Mr. Finney says of Mr. Clary 
in another place: 


“IT think it was the second 
Sabbath that I was at Au- 
burn, at this time I observed 
in the congregation the sol- 
emn face of Mr. Clary. He 
looked as if he was borne 
down with an agony of pray- 
er. Being well acquainted with 
him, and knowing the great 
gift of God that was upon 
him, the spirit of prayer, I 
was very glad to see him 
there. He sat in the pew with 
his brother, the doctor, who 
was also a professor of re- 
ligion, but who had nothing by 
experience, I should think, of 
his brother Abel’s great power 
with God. At intermission, as 
soon as I came down from 
the pulpit, Mr. Clary, with 
his brother, met me at the 
pulpit stairs, and the doctor 
invited me to go home with 
him and spend the intermis- 
sion and get some refresh- 
ments. I did so. 


“After arriving at his house 
we were soon summoned to 
the dinner table. We gathered 
about the table, and Dr. Clary 
turned to his brother and said, 
‘Brother Abel, will you ask 
the blessing?’ Brother Abel 
bowed his head and began, 
audibly, to ask a blessing. He 
had uttered but a sentence or 
two when he broke instantly 
down, moved suddenly back 
from the-table, and fled to his 
chamber. The doctor supposed 
he had been taken suddenly 
ill, and rose up and followed 
him. In a few moments’ he 
came down and said, ‘Mr. 
Finney, Brother Abel wants 
to see you.’ Said I, ‘What 
ails him?’ Said he, ‘I do not 
know but he says you know. 
He appears in great distress, 
but I think it is the-state of 
his mind.’ I understood it in a 
moment, and went to his 
room, He lay groaning upon 
the bed, the Spirit making 
intercession for him, and in 
him, with groanings — that 
could not be uttered. I had 
barely entered the room when 
he made out to say, ‘Pray, 
Brother Finney.’ I knelt down 
_and helped him in prayer, by 
leading his soul out for the 
conversion of. sinners. I con- 
tinued to pray until his dis- 
tress passed away, and then 
I returned to the dinner ta- 
ble.” 


A wonderful revival broke out 
in Auburn, hundreds of souls were 
converted in six weeks. 


Oh, that we had people in our 
church here, and in our Institute, 
who knew how to pray like that. 
I believe that the greatest need

(2) The second characteristic of 
praying in the Holy Spirit is in- 
telligent praying, perfect wisdom 
in our praying, praying for things 
that are according to the will of 
God. This comes out in the next 
verse, Romans 8:27: “And he that 
knoweth 
what is the mind of the Spirit, be- 
cause he maketh intercession for 
the saints according to the will of 
God.” We do not need to stop on 
that here, for we dwelt upon it 
yesterday. 

(3) The third characteristic of 
the praying that is really “praying 
in the Holy~-Spirit,’ is complete 
assurance that God has heard and 
answered our prayer. This we saw 
yesterday in studying Mark 11:24, 
the prayer of faith. It is the pray- 
er that the Holy Spirit inspires 
that is really “the prayer of faith,” 
and the one who so prays. knows 
that he is praying “according to 
the will of God” and has assur- 
ance without a shadow of doubt 
that God has heard and answered 
his prayer. 

(4) The fourth characteristic of 
the praying that is really “pray- 
ing in the Holy Spirit” is de- 
termination in our praying, the 
determination to get what we ask 
from God, a persistence in asking 
until we do get it. This comes out 
clearly in the passage that we 
were studying a little while ago, 
Ephesians 6:18. Listen again, 
“With all prayer and supplica- 
tion praying at all seasons in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto. in 
all perseverance and supplication 
for all the saints.” What a mar- 
velous setting forth, by a piling 
up of words of deepest signifi- 
cance, the detérmination and per- 
severance in prayer that comes 
from the Holy Spirit having con- 
trol of our prayer life. We do not 
need to dwell’ upon that now; for

He has given His promise and His 
promise cannot fail. 

There are three things that I 
want you to see in connection 
with this message. 


I. The Deafness of Man 


Man refuses to hear. God calls 
for man to have hearing ears, but 
he refuses. 

God wants man to hear the 
Word of God. “He that hath ears 
to hear, let him hear.” This Bible 
with its infallible message must 
come to the hearts of dying men. 
They must hear and know of 
Christ the Saviour. They must 
know the message that God has 
for them. 


Listen to His word as He speaks 
about the awfulness of sin. Do not 
be deaf to the drastic warning 
that God hurls forth on the sub- 
ject of sin and sin’s degrading 
power. 

Hear the Word of God as He 
speaks to us on the way of Sal- 
vation. Do not turn a deaf ear to 
this word of our Saviour when He 
said, “He that believeth on me 
hath everlasting life.” 

Don’t be deaf to the Word of 
God when it gives you advice and 
counsel regarding your life. Live 
as God directs. Live so that others 
may see Jesus in you; and above 
all, live so that you can stand in 
the presence of God without 
shame. 

Secondly, God wants you to hear 
the cries of a lost world. All about 
us are a multitude of sounds, but 
in the midst of them all there is 
one sound that comes to us with 
anguish, yet with clarity. It is the 
cry of a lost world. It is the cry 
that Jesus heard_as He looked up- 
on the multitudes and had. com- 
passion upon them. “But when he 
saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them because 
they fainted, and were scattered 
abroad as sheep having no shep- 
herd” (Matt. 9:36). 

We are living in a time of ter- 
rific confusion and disorder. Na- 
tions are fighting mostly among 
themselves, but fighting just the 
same. Disorder is on every hand. 
The world is in a wild clamor. And 
yet, in the midst of all this confu- 
sion, man is trying to reach out. 

Let me read you a poem which 
was sent to me a few days ago. 
It was written by Walt Huntley. 


If Man Should Reach 
the Moon 


I'm sure you've heard or read about, 
The satellites in space: 

How Russia and United States 
Are in a rocket race: 

To hear them talk it won't be long, 
Till space they conquer soon:

Thirdly, God wants us to hear 
the sweet voice of eternity. We are 
eternal beings. These souls of 
ours are going to spend eternity in 
some place.

May we hear the voice of Heaven 
speaking unto us. May we be im- 
pressed by the constant clarion 
call of the Word of God calling us 
toward the heavenly place. 


“And I heard a great voice out 
of heaven saying, Behold, the tab- 
ernacle of God is with men, and 
he will dwell with them, and they 
shall be his people, and God him- 
self shall be with them, and be 
their God. And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes;

Man refuses to listen to the voice 
of God. I beseech you to heed 
what God has to say to you. Turn 
from sin unto salvation. Clear 
away the multitudinous confusing 
sounds of the every day and listen 
to the Lord. Beware of deafness! 


II. The Definiteness of God 


God has ever worked in a defi- 
nite way. God is never undecided. 
God wastes no time in quibbling 
or wondering. 

Our God is definite on the mat- 
ter of salvation. This is a sadly 
and sorely deceived world. Peo- 
ple imagine that they can work 
out their own way of salvation. 
They imagine that there is. one 
way for Baptists, another way for 
Catholics, another was for Episco- 
palians, another way for the Disci- 
ples of Christ, another way for the 
Church of God, and for the Naza- 
renes. May I say to you that God 
has one way of salvation—by faith 
in Jesus Christ. The church can- 
not save souls. The ordinances do 
not save souls. There is but one 
supreme Saviour and that one is 
Christ. 


Christ is the one who died for 
sinners. Christ is the one who 
bore our penalty on the = tree. 
Christ is the one who bids us come 
unto Him and receive salvation 
through His name. 

“But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us. 
Much more then, being now justi- 
fied by his blood, we shall be

Secondly, God is definite on the 


second coming of Christ. Christ 
said, “I will come again.” The 
modernist may deny this truth, 


the surface reader of the Word 
may miss H, but the Bible plainly 
says in scores of places that Christ 
will come again. He is coming 
for us. He will not send another, 
but will come in person to receive 
us. 

He is coming to reward His 
servants. “And _ behold, I come 
quickly, and my reward is with 
me to give every man according 
as his work shall be” (Rev. 22:12).

Will you be happy or ashamed 
when you see Christ? Will you 
look into His face with joy or will 
you hang your head in sorrow as 
you stand before Him?

Christ is coming! Will you be 
ashamed when you stand before 
Him? John says to us, “And now, 
little children, abide in him, that 
when he shall appear, we may 
have~ confidence, and not be 
ashamed before him at his ¢om- 
ing” (I John 2:28). 

Thirdly, God is definite on what 
comes after the second coming. 
Not only is He coming to receive 
us, but we are coming with Him. 
There is going to be a_ glorious 
time of revelation when our Sav- 
iour comes down to this earth and 
into this atmosphere. He is com- 
ing to sit upon the throne of His 
glory and reign for a_ thousand 
years. “When the Son of man 
shall come in his glory, and all the 
holy angels with him, then shall 
he sit upon the throne of his 
glory” (Matt. 25:31). 


During the reign of Christ Satan 
will be chained. Read Revelation 
20:1-3. 

“And I saw an angel come down 
from heaven, having the key of 
the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. And he laid 
hold on the dragon, that old ser- 
pent, which is the Devil, and Sa- 
tan, and bound him a thousand 
years, And cast him into the bot- 
tomless pit, and shut him up, and 
set a seal upon him, that he should 
decewe the nations no more, till 
the thousand years should be ful- 
filled: and after that he must be 
loosed a little season.” 

During the reign of our Saviour 
the nature of wild beasts will be 
changed.

For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. The 
last enemy that shall be destroyed 
is death.” 

How definite is our Lord and 
how blessed are His promises unto 
us!.

IMMORTALITY by Dr. Loraine 
Boettner. (Reviewed by Robert L.

An excellent book. Divided into 
three main sections it deals with: 
I. Physical death; II, Immortality; 
III. Intermediate State. The third 
section, concerning the intermedi- 
ate state, describes the nature and 
purpose of the intermediate state, 
defines such terms as Sheol and 
Hades and excellently and scrip- 
_turally refutes such false doctrines 
as a second chance after death, 
-soul sleep, annihilation, purgatory 
and spiritualism. 

I found myself in agreement 
‘with most of this volume, but oc- 
easionally one finds a statement 
Which seems very rash. Concern- 
ing the story told by our Lord in 
Luke 16:19-31 about the rich man 
and Lazarus, which Dr. Boettner 
mistakenly calls a “parable” (pp. 
9Z,. 96, 112; 143); he says: “It 
shoul d be observed, of course, that 
the rich man went to Hell not be- 
cause he was rich, but because 
he was selfish and hard-hearted, 
as is shown by the fact that with 
all his great surplus of goods and 
possessions he allowed the poor 
man Lazarus to starve to death 
at his gate; and Lazarus went to 
Heaven not because he was a poor 


man but because he was a good 
man” (pp. 96, 97). It is hard to 
believe that Dr. Boettner intended 


to teach salvation by works, but 
that he has done so here is im- 
possible to deny. The rich man 


| did not go to Hell because he was 


“selfish and hard-hearted,’’ but be- 
cause he refused to repent, as 
verses 29 through 31 clearly show. 
Likewise, Lazarus went to Heaven, 
not ‘because he was a good man,” 
but because he repented.

Do you suppose that God had. 


instructed Abraham to hearken 
to Sarah and send the slave-girl- 
wife with her baby and his away 
into the wilderness to die? (Gen. 
21:12). Would God now leave 
them to suffer with no . thought 
and no care for their needs? Does 
God not care about a mother’s 
anguish or a baby’s cry? Many 
of us act as if He does not, but oh, 
my dear reader, God does care and 
God does provide! 
In verse 17 the Scripture says: 


“And God heard the voice of 
the lad; and the. angel of God 
called to Hagar out of heaven, 
and said unto her, What aileth 
thee, Hagar? fear not; for God 
hath heard the voice of the lad 
where he is.” 


“And God heard the voice of 
the lad.’ ‘The dear Lord has a 
tender heart and He cared more 
for the thirsty boy than his moth- 
er did.

Jesus taught us.a lesson from 
the sparrow. . Not even one of 
these tiny birds falls’ to the ground 
without the Father (Matt. 10:29). 
He taught us a lesson from the 


flowers. “Consider the lilies of 
‘the field, how they grow.” He 
said, “They toil not, neither do 


they spin: And yet I say unto you, 
That even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these.’ 
Then half in loving promise and 
half in indignant rebuke, Jesus 
said, “‘Wherefore, if God so clothe 
the grass of the field, which to 
day is, and to morrow is east into 
the oven, shall he not much more 
clothe you, O ye of little faith?” 
(Matt. 6:28-30). 

One of the shocking sins of 
Christians is that they do not be- 
lieve that God will care for them. 
They do not see tomorrow’s bread, 
nor even the help that they need 


today, and so they doubt and 
shame God and disgrace _ their 
profession as His children... But 


God always has a well when it is 
needed, whether we see it or not, 
and God will never be too late. 
God will reveal His plan just in 
time. As He opened the eyes of 
Hagar and provided the water in 
the wilderness, so in ae world 
where we are sojourning stran- 
gers, God has wells on every side 
and will show them to our blinded 
eyes when the time comes, if we 
let Him.

When Abraham was called to 
offer his son Isaac as a burnt 
sacrifice. on Mount Moriah, he 
faithfully intended to carry out 
the command of God. When the 
wood was laid on the altar, Isaac 
was bound and Abraham raised 
the knife-to-slay his son. With a 
broken heart, yet he would obey 
God, believing that God would 
raise his son from the dead (Gen. 
22:5-12; Heb. 11:17-19). 

When the angel told Abraham 
to stay his hand, he looked about 
and there behind him was a ram 
‘caught in a thicket by his horns. 


Abraham was willing to offer 
his son, and all of us should be 
willing to give the dearest and 
best we have in this world at the 


‘command of God. God never asks 
'too much, -His “yoke is easy” and 


His “burden is light” (Matt. 11:30). 
But many a time when we believe 
that we face the loss of everything 
life holds dear, God has a substi- 
tute, unseen, but at hand. How 
many times in my time of need I 
turned about, and lo! God had a 
lamb caught in a thicket just to 
supply my need. It was good that 
Abraham did not worry before 
about the sacrifice. Isaac, his son, 
had asked him on the way, “My 
father... Behold the fire and the 
wood: but where is the lamb for 
a burnt-offering?” Abraham wise- 
ly replied, “My son, God will pro- 
vide himself-a lamb for a burnt- 
offering.” What a world of mean- 
ing in that reply! Abraham was a 
prophet (Gen. 20:7). These words 
of Abraham were a prophecy from 
God and they had a triple mean- 
ing, I think. 

First of all, they meant that 
God would some way provide a 
substitute for Isaac. Abraham 
expected to come back down that 
mountain and go the three days’ 
journey home with his dear son by 
his side. Some way—he did not 
know how—he, expected God to 
raise him from the dead and pro- 
vide Himself a sacrifice on the 
smoking altar, 


The second and greater mean- 
ing of Abraham was that that 
ram caught in the thicket was a 
picture of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Wood stands for evil works, since 
the bad works of Christians are 
likened to “wood, hay and stub- 
bie”. (k “Coe. -3:ig).: tee ram 
caught in the thicket is a picture 
of Christ, our Substitute, bound 
for us by our sins and laid on the 
altar in our stead. Truly God has 
provided Himself a Lamb for the 
sacrifice, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
“the Lamb of God, which taketh 
away the sin of the world”! 


Jesus said, “Your father Abra- 
ham rejoiced to see my day: and 
he saw it, and was glad’ (John 
8:56). 

But the third meaning must be 
that God ALWAYS provides the 
lamb that is needed for the sacri- 
fice. God never sleeps; He never 
forgets; He is never too poor; He 
is never indifferent. God always, 
ALWAYS provides the things we 
need just in time, when we trust 
Him. 

My friend, why do you always 
seek to have provision made ahead 
of time? Abraham did not look 
for the ram until it was time, and 
then God provided him. Let us 
be. content, every one with such 
things as we have, “and having 
food and raiment let us be there- 
with content.” The Saviour has 
told us, “Sufficient unto the day 
is the evil thereof” (Matt. 6:34). 
He taught us to pray, ‘‘Give us 
this day our daily bread,” or “Give 
us DAY by DAY our daily bread.” 
One day at a time is enough for a 
child of God who has a wise heav- 
enly Father who revealed the well 
in the wilderness to Hagar and who 
Showed the ram caught in the 
bushes to Abraham. Praise His 
dear name! God provides a sacri- 
fice just in time for His children 
who trust Him. Let us rely upon 
the unseen resources of God, 


The Unseen God 


When Jacob went away from 
home to escape the murderous 
wrath of his brother, Esau, he 
stopped that night at Bethel and 
slept the sleep of a tired boy, with 
his head pillowed upon a stone. 
He had a dream, and behold a lad- 
der ascended to Heaven and angels 
went to Heaven and returned on 
this ladder. God appeared and 
promised to bless him with the 
blessings of Abraham and Isaac. 
He awoke deeply moved and said, 
“Surely the Lord is in this 
place; and I knew it not” (Gen. 
28:16). 

There he made his vow to God 
to serve the true God, and to tithe 
his increase, and committed his 
career into the hands of the God 
of his father, Isaac, and his grand- 
father, Abraham. “Surely the Lord 
is in this place; and I knew it 
not” could be the cry of every 
Christian. Oh! that our eyes 
were opened that we could — see 
that every day the place where we 


are, God-is there, too! Many a 
time, if we were but tuned in to 
hear the voice of God, we could 
hear Him say as He did to Moses, 
“Put off thy shoes from off thy 
feet, for the place whereupon thou 
standest is holy ground” (Exod. 
D2. 

God was with Jacob. Later, in 
thanking God for His mercies 
(Gen, 32:10) Jacob said, “For with 
my ‘staff I passed ayer this Jor- 
dan; and now I am become two 
bands.” He _ should have _§ said, 
“With my staff AND GOD I 
passed over this Jordan.’ Jacob, 
the poor scheming boy who had 
stolen his brother’s birthright, de- 
ceived his father, and yet loved 
and believed in God, had more 
with him than his walking stick 
when he fled penniless from home! 
May God grant that all of us will 
have our eyes opened to our un- 
seen riches. Dear reader, if you 
have God, you are not poor. We 
ought to cry out, ‘The eternal God 
is my refuge, and underneath are 
the everlasting arms’ (Deut. 33: 
27). Remember the exhortation 
of Hebrews 13: 5, 6: 


Let your conversation be with- 
out covetousness; and be content 
with such things as ye have: for 
he hath said, I will never leave 
thee, nor forsake thee. So that 
we may boldly say, The Lord 1s 
my helper, and I will not fear 
what man shall do unto me.” 

If you h&ve God, you have all 
you need. In His own way and 
time He will provide.

The Unrecognized Christ 


Two downcast disciples walked 
one day from Jerusalem to Em- 
maus. It was three days after Je- 
sus had been crucified and the 
horror and sadness of that awful 
event hung like a pall about them. 
Sorrow was written on their faces, 
and they talked along their jour- 
ney of what had occurred. A third 
Person came along beside them, as 
the story is told in Luke 24:13-35. 
They told Him how their faith had 
fled away when Jesus died. They 
had heard a woman say that He 
was risen, but they did not believe 
it, The Stranger, with words that 
made their hearts burn, told them 
how foolish they had been. He 
showed them from the law of 
Moses, from the Psalms and from 
all the prophets that Jesus had to 
die and that He must rise again. 
The Stranger made clear to them 
the purpose of the crucifixion and 
the triumphant glory of the resur- 
rection, and their minds and 
hearts were opened to understand- 
ing the Scriptures. Their faith 
revived and their hearts grew hap- 
os 2 gaa 

When they came to the little 
village of Emmaus, they invited 
this Stranger, yea, they urged 
Him, to come in and break bread 
with them. And when that mar- 
velous One gave thanks’ and 
blessed the bread they were to 
eat, their eyes were opened and 
they knew Him AND IT WAS 
JESUS. Once before we were told, 
in Luke 24:16, that...“their eyes 
were holden that.they. should not 
know him.” Now the Scriptures 
say, in verse 31, “And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him”! 

The unrecognized Christ! He 
walks with you down every sad 
pathway, yea, even through the 
valley of the shadow of death. The 


reason you are sad is because you 
do not recognize Him by your side. 
The reason you are disappointed 
and your hope flees away is that 
your “eyes are holden” that you 
cannot see Him. 

Oh, I pray that as men read 
these lines their eyes may be 
opened that they may see Jesus! 
He was with you in that sickness 
when you thought you were all 
alone, and when you were rebel- 
lious and sad, He was right there.

What the young man saw that 
day was not a fancy, nor just a 
vision.

Many preach- 
ers do not believe that men can 
be demon-possessed, and they do

me. God forgive us, our poor 
blind, carnal, worldly-minded eyes 
do not see Jesus, do not recognize 
Him though He walks by our side 
along the way of struggle and 
through the night of sorrow as 
well as the day of hope and joy. 


The unseen, the unrecognized 
Christ! How we need His pres- 
ence! How we ought to stop and 


be conscious of Him, feel for Him, 
listen for Him every day! 


Jesus gave to His disciples, and 
through them to us, the Great 
Commission and promised, ge Oy Pee 
am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” ‘Those of us 
who carry out the commission of 
Christ have a right to claim and 
expect this promise. Christ is 
with us! Yes, even if we are un- 
faithful. But if we have been 
born again, the Holy Spirit has 
come into-our bodies to dwell, and 
we have been given the Spirit to 
cry, “Abba, Father.” Every child 
of God can say with Lord Tenny- 
Son, “Closer is He than breathing 
and nearer than hands and feet.” 
The Psalmist well said in Psalms 
139:7-12: 

“Whither shall I go from thy 
spirit? or whither shall I flee from 
thy presence? If I ascend up into 
heaven, thou art there: if I make 
my bed in hell, behold, thou art 
there. If I take the wings of the 
morning, and dwell in the utter- 
most parts of the sea, Even there 
shall thy hand lead me, and thy 
right hand-shall hold me. If I say, 
Surely the darkness shall cover 
me; even the night shall be light 
about me. Yea, the darkness hid- 
eth not from thee; but the night 
shineth as the day: the darkness 
and the light are both alike to 
thee.” 

It is pitiful but shameful that 
children of God should go through 
this world without feeling His 
presence, without seeing His pro- 
vision, without enjoying His pro- 
tection, without delighting in Him. 


Unseen Angels 


When Elisha, the prophet of 
God, was sought by the Syrian 
king who would have killed him, 
the prophet was surrounded in the 
little town of Dothan by the Syri- 
an army. It looked like a tight 
place. A whole army was sent to 
destroy one of God’s ministers. It 
is small wonder that the young 
man, Elisha’s’ servant, asked, 


“Alas, my master! how shall wel — 


do?” II Kings 6:15-17 tells us: 
“And when the servant of the 
man of God was risen early, and 
gone forth, behold, an host com- 
passed the city both with horses 
and chariots, And his servant said 
unto him, Alas, my master! how 
shall we do? And he answered, 
Fear not: for they that be with 


us are more than they that be 


with them. And Elisha prayed, 
and said, Lord, I pray thee, open 
his eyes, that he may see. And 


guard and miraculously protect 
His children who trust Him; but 
their trouble is that they have 
blind eyes. They need someone 
like Elisha to pray for them that 
the Lord may open their eyes. 

Psalms 34:7 says: 

“The angel of the Lord encamp- 
eth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth them.” 


That shows that not only Elisha, 
but every one who fears the Lord, 
has the protecting care of angels. 
In fact, angels are meant to be 
our servants and ministers. Speak- 
ing of angels, Hebrews 1:14 says: 

“Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of sal- 
vation?” 

Every heir of salvation, that is, 
every one who has_ trusted in 
Christ, has around about him 
guardian angels. 

These lines are dictated as I

of the praying that is really in 
the Holy Spirit. 

2. We come now to the intense- 
ly practical question, and the im- 
mediately important question, 
“How may we pray in the Holy 
Spirit? That is, how can we make 
sure that the Spirit of God is 
guiding us in our prayer, make 
sure that our prayers are not 
merely the promptings of our own 
selfish desires but the sure lead- 
ings of the Spirit of God within 
us?” The answer to this all-im- 
portant question is very plainly 
set forth in the Word of God. 

(1) First of all, If we are to 
pray m:the Spirit, we must sur- 
render our wills and ourselves ab- 
solutely and unreservedly to God. 
This comes out in many places in 
Scripture. For example, it comes 
out in Acts 5:32, where we read, 
“And we are witnesses of these 
things; and so is the Holy Spirit, 
whom God hath given to them 
that obey him.’ Here we are 
plainly taught that God gives the 
Holy Spirit “to them that obey 
him,” and to them only; and the 
heart of obedience is in the will, 
the surrender of the will and the 
surrender of one’s self to God. 
Unless we make this absolute 
surrender God cannot take control 
of our lives by His Holy Spirit, 
and He cannot fake control of our 
prayer life any more than any 
other part of our life. Our sur- 
render to Him must extend to our 
praying as well as to the other 
spheres of our activities. 

(2) In the second place, If we 
would pray in the Holy Spirit, 
we must scrupulously obey God 
in every department of our lives. 
Disobedience at any point of our 
life grieves the Holy Spirit and 
makes it impossible for Him to 
control us in our actions, and it is 
just as impossible for Him to take 
control of our prayer life as it is 
to take charge of any other part 
of our life. 

In order to obey God we must 
study the Word of God every day 
of our lives to find out what the 
will of God is, and then whenever 
we find it do it every time. If we 
refuse to do it at any point the 
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Praying in the Holy Spirit 


to find out the will of God and 
doing it every time we find it. 

(3) In the third place, if we 
would pray in the Holy Spirit we 
must realize and keep in mind 
our own utter inability to pray 
aright, and our entire dependence 
upon the Holy Spirit, if we are 
to pray wisely and prevailingly. 
Oh, if there is any time when we 
need to feel our utter dependence 
upon the Comforter, the ever 
present Friend and Helper and 
Counsellor, the Holy Spirit, it is 
when we pray. We need to feel 
deeply our dependence upon Him 
in our living, in our daily war- 
fare with the world, the flesh and 
the Devil; we need to feel our de- 
pendence upon Him in our service 
for Christ, realizing that it is 
“not by might nor by power” (not 
by any natural gifts or abilities of 
our own), but “by his Spirit,” that 
we are to accomplish anything for 
God in this world (Zech. 4:6); we 
need to feel:-our dependence upon 
Him in our Bible study, realizing 
that He is the only perfect in- 
terpreter of the Word, and that 
He is ready to interpret the Word 
to us as we study: but above all, 
we need to feel our dependence 
upon Him when we pray. 

We will do well if we always 
bear in mind the inspired words 
of Paul as found in Romans 8: 
26, “We know not how to pray as 
we ought.” If Paul, that mighty 
servant of Jesus Christ, that in- 
spired Apostle, that wonderful 
man of prayer, knew not how to 
pray as he ought, certainly we 
do not. But we should also con- 
stantly keep in mind the words 
that immediately follow in that 
same verse, and the following 
verse, “But the Spirit himself 
maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be ut- 
tered; and He that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because He maketh 
intercession for the saints accord- 
ing to the will of God.” Oh, when 
you go to God in prayer, realize 
that you do not know how to 
pray as you ought, and bring be- 
fore yourself and keep before 
yourself your utter dependence

Holy Spirit cannot keep control of 
our prayer life, and we cannot 
“pray in the Holy Spirit.” That 
comes out very clearly in that 
wonderful passage that we studied 
two days ago, our Lord Jesus’ 
wonderful promise to answer 
prayer found in John 14:13, 14, 


“And whatsoever ye shall ask in. 


my name, that will I do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ye shall ask anything in 
my name, that will I do.’ And 
then Jesus went on to say, and 
by saying it clearly shows the 
connection between daily obedi- 
ence and that power in prayer 
that comes through praying in the 
Holy Spirit, “If ye love me, ye 
will keep my commandments. And 
I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may be with you for ever, 
even the Spirit of truth, whom the 
world cannot receive; for it be- 
holdeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: ye know him; for he abideth 
with you, and shall be in you.” 

In other words, the Lord Jesus 
Says that if we have that love to 
Him that leads us to obey Him in 


everything, day by day, then He 


prays the Father and the Father 
sends His: Holy Spirit to’ help us 
in all the emergencies of life, es- 
pecially in our prayer life, and 


thus whatsoever we ask in His 


name is “according to His will,” 
and, therefore, whatsoever we ask 
that we get. Oh, how we come 
again and again and again in our 
study of all these wonderful prom- 
ises of God to answer prayer up- 
on the thought that there is no 
effective praying of any kind pos- 
sible on our part unless we are 
Studying the Word of God daily

upon the Holy 
word of prayer. 

(4) In the fourth place, If we 
would pray in the Holy Spirit we 
must definitely ask God to guide 
us by His Holy Spirit as we pray. 
Tell God that you do not know 
how to pray as you ought, and 
ask Him to guide you by His 
Spirit as you pray, and He will. 

(5) In the fifth place, Jf we 
would pray in the Holy Spirit we 
must count upon God’s answering 
our prayer to send His Holy Spirit 
to teach us to pray, we must 
count upon His sending His Holy 
Spirit to teach us to pray. We can 
unhesitatingly count upon God 
sending Him because in the pas- 
sage just read, Romans 8:26, 27, 
He has definitely promised to do 
so. 

(6) In tha sixth place, If we 
would pray in the Holy Spirit we 
must keep getting filled with the 
Holy Spirit. Paul’s inspired exhor- 
tation in Ephesians 5:18, “Be 
filled with the Spirit,” or to trans- 
late more literally, “Be getting 
filled with the Holy Spirit” (it is 
a continuous process, as is indi- 
eated by the tense of the Greek 
verb here used), has the most 
intimate connection with our 
prayer life. If we are filled with 
the Spirit we will be guided by the 
Spirit in our prayers as well as in 
everything else. A  Spirit-filled 
man will always be a prayerful 
man, and his prayers will be in 
the Holy Spirit. The .way to be 
getting continually filled with the 
Holy Spirit is indicated in what 
we have just studied under the 
four preceding heads. If we do 
the things there indicated we will 
be continually getting filled with 


Spirit in every 


the Spirit of God. 

(7) Finally, If we would pray in 
the Spirit we must study the 
Word of God daily and earnestly. 
The written Word of God is the 
visible instrument through which 
the invisible Spirit of God works; 
so. if you would keep filled with 
that Spirit you must keep full of 
the Word. This comes out very 
clearly in the passage to which 
we have just referred, Ephesians 
2:18, when we read with it the 
verse that immediately follows 
and then compare with Colossians 
3:16. Listen to Ephesians 5:18, 
19: “Be filled with the Spirit; 
speaking one to another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing and making melody with 
your heart to the Lord.” Now 
listen carefully to Colossians 3:16: 
“Let the Word of Christ dwell in 
you richly; in all wisdom teach- 
ing and admonishing one another 
with psalms and hymns and spirit- 
ual songs, singing with grace in 
your hearts unto God.” 

We see here that Paul in Colos- 
Sians attributes to being filled 
with the Word exactly the same 
thing that he attributes to being 
filled with the Spirit in Ephesians 
2:18, 19, and these two Epistles 
were written at just about the 
same time. We must never lose 
sight of the tremendously im- 
portant fact that the invisible 
Smrit of God does His work 
through the visible written Word 
of God. If we keep ourselves in 
harmony with the mind of God 
by a constant daily study of. the 
Word of God, and by scrupulous 
obedience to the Word of God’, the 
imstrument through which the 
Holy Spirit constantly works, then 
the Holy Smrit will guide us in 
our prayers; and only then. If we 
keep ourselves full of the Holy 
Spirit’s truth contained in the 
written Word, the Holy Spirit is 
far more likely to pray through 
us. From this point of view, then, 
there is deepest significance in 
our Lord’s own words found in 
John 6:63: “The words that I 
have spoken unto you, THEY are 
Spirit, and they are life.” 

How often in our study of the 
most significant and_ precious 
passages in the Bible that bear on 
the ‘subject of how to pray so as 
to obtain from God the things that 
we ask of Him in prayer, we have 
been brought face to face with the 
great truth that PREVAILING PRAY- 
ER ALWAYS GOES HAND IN HAND 
WITH PERSISTENT AND OBEDIENT 
STUDY OR.THE WORD OF GoD. 

To sum up what we have dis- 
covered today in our study of 
God’s own Word on the subject of 
prevailing prayer: If we are to 
pray the prayer that obtains from 
our 
that we ask of Him: 

First of all, we must be careful 
as to what we ask of God, and be 
sure that it is something that we 


ought to have, something that is} 


according to His infinitely wise 
and absolutely holy will, and then 
when we begin to pray for it to 
keep on praying for it for days 
and weeks and months, and if 
need be for years, until we get 
it. We “ought always to pray, and 
not to faint.” We ought to pray 
through. 

In the second place, we must 
see to it that we pray not out 
from our own selfish (and it may 
be foolish) desires, but under the 
impulse and inspiration and quid- 
ance and control of the Holy 
Spirit; that we “pray in the Holy 
Spirit,’ that we let Him pray 
through us and so we pray in the 
wisdom and earnestness and in- 
tensity and never-wearying per- 
sistence and resistless power of 
prayer that He. imparts, 

Then our prayer will be the 
mightiest power on earth; for all 
God has, and all God is, is at the 
disposal of that kind of praying. 
That kind of praying can accom- 
plish anything that God Himself 
can accomplish. That. kind of 
praying partakes of the omnipo- 
tence of the God with whom that

drive from Dallas to Gainesville, 
Texas, in the midst of a busy, busy 
day.

God Give Us Eyes to See 
the Unseen! 


Our lives are geared too much 


to this sorry old sin-cursed world. 
Christians, unfortunately, often 
think as much of the things of 
this world as do their unsaved 
kinsmen. We are as_ anxious 
sometimes to make money, to 
have position and power and to 
be well spoken of by men as if we 
knew nothing of a_ far better 
world. Children of God are some- 
times so fond of the treasures that 
can be deposited in banks and 
with which one can buy houses, 
clothes and automobiles, that they 
do not Jay up treasures in Heaven.

The Scripture says 
about this: 

“For our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh for 
us a far more exceeding and eter- 
nal weight of glory; While we 
look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are 
not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things 
which are not seen are eternal.’’— 
4:17, 18. 

Our God has wells in the desert 
if we but have our eyes open to 
behold them. There’is a ram 
caught in the bushes when. you 
need a sacrifice.

forsakén by God! Who can under- 
stand that?” 

Who can understand that? God 
forsaken by God! When we arrive 
in glory and know as we are 
known, I dare say we will not even 
then fully comprehend all the suf- 
ferings and all the implications be- 
hind the agony of Jesus Christ 
when He was forsaken by the 
Father. And let me emphasize, 
too, that He was forsaken on the 
cross, that the Father did turn 
His back upon Him at. Calvary. 

One time I was talking with 
a fellow minister of the Gospel 
who was passing through a par- 
ticularly grievous situation. His 
boy had gotten into trouble out 
in the West; word had come to 
them about his awful sin, and they 
were heartbroken. I talked with 
them a bit and prayed with them; 
then .as I got ready to go, the 
man’s wife said to me, “Brother 
Sumner, I don’t see how I can 
stand it sometimes. It seems in 
this that God has forgotten all 
about us. It is like the heavens 
are brass. It just seems that the 
heavens have clouded over and hid 
God’s presence, and God doesn’t 
even know or care about the cir- 
cumstances Wwe are passing 
through.” 

When she said that, the hus- 
band interrupted with an em- 
phatic, “No, no!” And turning to 
me, he said, “Robert, it’s. just as 
I’ve tried to tell her and help 
her to see: Our situation is just 
like that of the Saviour on the 
cross. His agony was so great and 
His suffering so intense that when 
He died, He cried out, ‘My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?’ But the Father hadn’t for- 
saken His Son. It was just that 
in agony of the hour He imagined 
His Father had forsaken Him.” 

That was neither. the time nor 
the place for a theological con- 
troversy so I remained silent, but 
as I left the house that day, I 
said in my -heart, “No, that is 
not right. Jesus Christ was never 
mistaken about a single thing on 
a single occasion. He was never 
deceived about any matter what- 
soever! It was not merely that 
He thought He was forsaken by

the Father, but He actually had 


I, Because of His Position: 
Bearing Our Sin! 

First, the Father forsook the 
Son because of His position—He 
was bearing our sin. You keep in 
mind that God has always, eternal- 
ly, as long as sin has been, hated 
sin with a holy hatred. You need 
only to pick up the pages of this 
sacred Book and begin to read the 
story until you are impressed over 
and over and over again with the 
intensity of. the hatred of God 
against iniquity, against unright- 
eousness, against sin. 

For example, when you begin 
to read this Book, in the third 
chapter of Genesis you will find 
an earthly pair—Adam and Eve— 
who lost an earthly paradise be- 
cause of a single sin. It tells of 
the curse of God upon the man, of 
the curse of God upon the woman, 
of the curse of God upon Sata 
of the curse of God upon th 
ground because of one act of dis- 
obedience. Just one sin caused 
them to lose that wonderful para- 
dise! Just one sin and the wrath 
and the judgment and the curse of 
God came upon them. Just one 
sin expelled them from the gar- 
den. Just one sin drove them from 
their earthly paradise. One sin— 
but the awful curse and wrath of 
God was poured out upon them 
because of it. 


Just a few chapters on in the 
Word of God you will find where, 
because of the sin of man and be- 
cause of God’s holy hatred of sin, 
God broke up the fountains of 
the deep and opened wide the 
windows of Heaven—water boiled 
up from beneath and water flood- 
ed down from above—and aj} 
mighty flood of forty days and 
forty nights blotted out all life, 
destroying every single human be- 
ing upon the earth with the ex- 
ception of the eight righteous 
souls who were in the ark that 
had been prepared under the in- 
struction of Almighty God. An 
entire human race save eight souls 
wiped out in a moment’s time 
because of God’s holy hatred of 
sin! 

You read on in the book of 
Genesis a few more chapters and 
you will find how the cities of

been forsaken, and there was a 
real reason for it.” 

There are several reasons, for 
that matter, but the word for- 
saken in itself is a composite of 
three different words—“‘to leave,” 
“down,” and “in.” It means liter- 
ally to leave in the lurch, to leave 
destitute, to leave helpless, to for- 
sake, to quit. And the total mean- 
ing is that of leaving someone 
helpless in a terrible’ situation 
—when everything looks hopeless 
—in a circumstance of despair and 
apparent defeat. That is exactly 
the meaning of the word, and: that 
is exactly what happened on the 
eross of Calvary when the Fath- 
er turned His back and when the 
Son cried out in agony, “My God, 
my God, why .. .?” 

Surely you will acknowledge 
that the reasons compelling the 
Father to turn His back upon the 
Son must have been tremendous! 
So much so that the earth trem-. 
bled and shook underneath the 
load and the sun blushingly re-! 
fused to look upon the scene, 
dressing itself instead in a black 
mourning robe for three solid 
hours—from 12:00 o’clock noon 
until 3 that afternoon. Tradition 
says that Diogenes—the man lit- 
erature portrays with a lantern 
going about looking for an honest 
man—observed in Egypt the solar 
darkness that covered the earth 
and said to his companions, “Ejith- 
er Deity suffers at this hour or 
sympathizes with one who does.” 


Deity was suffering at that 
hour! Eternal fellowship was be- 
ing broken between Deity—Fath- 
er and Son. But why? What was 
the reason; what was the cause? 
Was it necessary? Did it have to 
be? There are three answers, any 
one of which alone is sufficient 
to prove it was necessary for the 
Son to be forsaken, that I want 


Sodom and Gomorrah in the days 
of Lot, because of the stench of 
their sin and the wickedness of 
their actions, were destroyed when 
“the Lord rained upon Sodom and 
upon Gomorrah brimstone and 
fire from the Lord out of heaven” 
(Gen. 19:24). Yes, from God, from 
Heaven, came the mighty judg- 
ment of the Almighty upon the 
Sodomites because of sin, God 
does hate sin with a holy hatred! 

You read on in the Bible and 
you will find, in the tenth chapter 
of Leviticus, where the sons of a 
High Priest, Aaron’s two sons, 
Nadab and Abihu, offered strange 
fire at the altar of the Lord which 
God had not commanded. Verse 2 
tells us,. ‘And there went out fire 
from the Lord,:. and devoured 
them, and they di@d before the 
Lord” because they had offered 
the strange fire. Strange fire, and 
the judgment of God came! The 
iniquity ‘of a priest doing that 


| which God had not commanded, or 


contrary to what God had com- 
manded, brought the judgment of 
God immediately upon them, Yes, 
God hates sin. 


You can read in Joshua, chapter 
7, how an entire nation was de- 
feated in battle, was stymied in 
their forward advance into the 
Promised Land because of the 
one sin of one man, Achan. Be- 
cause of God’s wrath over that 
one sin, the entire nation was 
blighted and held back in defeat 
until it had been judged and put 
away; then the nation rode on 
again to victory and triumph with 
the blessing of God. 

You read in the New Testa- 
ment the same story. Just one il- 
lustration: Ananias and Sapphira 
were both struck dead, both of 
them smitten by the judgment of 
God because they broke their vow 
and lied to the Holy Spirit. 


to pass on to you tonight, 


Yes, all the way through this 


book—Old Testament. and New 
alike—every place you turn you 
find the curse, the wrath, the 
blight, the judgment of Almighty 
God upon sin. God hates sin! Ev- 
erything in the world about you 
reminds you of His hatred of sin. 


The toiling laborer who earns 
his bread by the sweat of his face 
is a reminder of His hatred of 
sin, The laboring, travailing wom- 
an who goes down into the valley 
of the shadow of death in child- 
birth to bring back life—the sor- 
row, the agony of that pain is a 
mark, an evidence of God’s hatred 
against sin. The thistles, thorns, 
briars and kindred results of God’s 
curse upon the ground are evi- 
dences, reminders of God’s hatred 
of sin. Sickness, sorrow, death, 
blindness, deafness, lameness—all 
are evidences of the fact that God 
hates sin with a holy hatred. Even 
in such things as the beautiful 
roses, with all of their fragrance 
and loveliness, God has attached 
the piercing thorns to remind the 
lovers of the rose and the lovers 
of beauty, fragrance and sweet- 
ness that He hates sin and that 
His curse because of sin is upon 
this earthly creation. Yes, I say, 
wherever you turn you find the 
evidence, you find the fruit, you 
find the proof that God hates sin. 


Then remember that when Je- 
sus Christ died on the cross of 
Calvary, He was dying according 
to I Peter 2:24, ‘‘Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on 
the tree ... .’ He was bearing 
our sins on the cross of Calvary. 


It says in II Corinthians 5:21, 
“He [God| hath made him [Christ] 
to be sin for us, who knew no 
sin; that we.might be made the 
righteousness of God in him.” 
When Jesus Christ hung on the 
cross on that skull-shaped hill of 
Golgotha, He was bearing your 
Sin, my sin, and the sin of all the 
world. God had made Him to be 
sin for us! The word translated 
sm here is a word that means, 
and is translated other places, a 
sin Offering. He made Him to be 
a sin offering for us and all of 
the sin of all ages was placed upon 
Him there. 

John 1:29 describes it with the 
words, “Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” We talk about that in 
abstract terms. We speak of how 
Jesus died for the sin of all man- 
kind, how all the sin of all men 
of all ages was upon Him at the 
cross of Calvary, yet our weak 
finite minds comprehend very lit- 
tle of the magnitude of that load 
of sin. 

Take the sin of lying, for ex- 
ample. People are born liars and 
continue to lie all throughout 
their lifetime. “They go astray as 
soon as they be born, speaking 
lies” (Ps. 58:3), the Scripture tells 
us. Think of the lies that were 
spoken just today, this one day 
in our nice religious college town 
of Wheaton. Then add to that the 
lies of Dupage County, plus all 
the lies told in the state of Ih- 
nois, plus all the lies told today 
throughout the entire United 
States of America. Then add to 
that all the lies of the Kremlin 
and the rest of Russia, England, 
France, Spain, Portugal and the 
rest of Europe, all the lies of 
Asia, Africa, Australia, South 
America and the islands of the 
sea. Then add to the lies told 
around the world just this day, 
the lies of all the days past, and 
the years past, and the millen- 
niums past from the time that 
Satan first began speaking lies 
and fathering them in the hearts’ 
of all who would permit him. Then 
visualize the lies that will be 
told tomorrow and all the tomor- 
rows until the end of time when 
Satan is hurled into the lake of 
fire forever, all sin is put down, 
and righteousness rules and reigns 
without interruption. If your mind 
could grasp the immensity of this 
you would have a picture of just 
the guilt, the curse, the condem- 
nation, the stigma of this one 
sin of lying alone which He bore 
‘in his own body on the tree’’! 

Then multiply by that the sin 
of murder, adultery, stealing, gos- 
sip, slander, unbelief, sorcery, en- 
vy, drunkenness, hatred, murmur- 
ing, and all of the thousand-and- 
one different sins of all people of 
all times of all ages past, present, 
and future. Then realize that the 
awful guilt and condemnation of 
them all was placed upon Jesus 
Christ at the cross of Calvary. 
What an awful sight it must have 
been for the One whom Habakkuk 


1:13 tells us “is of purer eyes 


than to behold evil, and canst not 
look on iniquity.” | 

When all the sin of all ages 
was placed upon the Lord Jesus, 
the Father—because of His per- 
sonality, because of His nature, 
because of His hatred of sin— 
was compelled to turn His back. 
The Son cried out in the anguish 
of that hour, “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” The 
fact that He was taking our place, 
bearing our guilt, receiving our 
condemnation forced the forsak- 
ing by the Father, 


I tell you, it was an awful thing 
when He died. Can you imagine, 
not just the physical agony of the 
crown of thorns, of the spear, of 
the nails in His hands and feet, 
of the Roman cat-o-nine-tails up- 
on His back, but the spiritual and 
the mental agony that the holy, 
sinless Son of God endured as 
the weight and woe and guilt of 
the sin of the world was placed 
upon Him? 

Voltaire, the infidel historian, 
tells us that when King Charles 
IX of France died, his death was 
“of a most unusual order.’ He 
died in such agony that the blood 
actually forced its way out 
through the pores of his skin. We 
know that this wicked king died 
in such anguish because of the 
terrible crime he committed in 
the heinous murder of the Hugue- 
nots when he had them slaugh- 
tered. Before he died he said to 
his physician, ‘‘Doctor, for months 
I have been in a fever, physically, 
spiritually. If only I had spared 
the innocent, the weak-minded, 
the crippled, the women and chil- 
dren!” The awfulness of that sin 
as it weighed upon his mind lit- 
erally drove King Charles IX of 
France insane! One sin! And re- 
member, too, that sin was com- 
mitted at the desire, instigation 
and compulsion of another: wick- 
ed, vengeful Catherine de’ Medici. 
Yet that lone sin drove him in- 
sane. 


Then when you realize the Son 
of God had not just one sin upon 
Him, but all and every sin of ev- 
ery sinner, you can well imagine 
the awfulness of the mental an- 
euish He suffered on the cross of 
Calvary. 


They crowned Him with thorns, 
He was beaten with stripes, 


He was smitten and nailed to the tree; 


But the pain in His heart _ 
Was the hardest to bear, 
The heart that was broken for me. 


But let’s make it personal, It 
wasn’t just the sin of the whole 
world. It wasn’t just the sin of 
all ages. It was my sin. It was 
your sin that caused Him to suf- 
fer on the cross to the extent of 
being forsaken by the Father. 

In talking about Barabbas, one 
author let his imagination run 
wild. in considering his reaction 
after the jailer came, opened his 
cell, and roughly d:-gged him out. 
He expected, of - curse, to be led 
to the place of crucifixion. He 
was scheduled to die that day. He 
was under condemnation and a 
just sentence of death. He was ex- 
pecting to die a cruel, painful 
death on a cross. Then, imagine 
his joyous surprise when he was 
told that he was free; that as a 
result of the pleading of the peo- 
ple and the decision of the Roman 
governor, Pilate, he had _ been 
chosen as the one to be given free- 
dom that Passover season! 

This writer continued his flight 
of fancy as he portrayed Barab- 
bas meeting his cronies, going 
from tavern to tavern, drinking 
the cheap wine of the day and 
gradually becoming intoxicated. 
Theh, about noon or a \ittle be- 
fore, Barabbas staggered out of 
one tavern, was hurled or jostled 
along with the crowd out toward 
that hill called Calvary. There he 
saw the three rugged crosses 
planted on the brow of the hill, 
not an unusual sight for that 
particular day and time. The writ- 
er then imagines that as Barab- 
bas turned to one of his cronies 
to make a jesting remark about 
fhe agony of those on the crosses, 
suddenly his eyes met the eyes 
of the one in the middle and some- 
thing more powerful than wine 
sobered his. heart and mind.- The 
grin was wiped from his face as 
he cried out in exclamation, “Je- 
hovah God, that’s my cross He’s 
dying on!” That is simply the 
imagination of one Christian au- 
thor about what might have hap- 
pened to Barabbas. What really 


did happen we have no way of 
knowing. 


But you listen to me about this! . 
One thing is- certain: this busi- 
ness of Heaven, this business of 
salvation will never be obtained 
by any individual until he comes 
to the place of realization about 
the death of Jesus Christ, ‘“Je- 
hovah God, that’s my cross He’s 
dying upon! That’s my place He 
is taking! He’s dying in my stead, 
He’s dying in my room, He’s dying 
in my behalf!” 

As the prophet Isaiah tells us, 
“He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed” (Isa. 53: 
5). This is a personal matter, an 
individual matter. Jesus Christ 
died for my sin, Jesus Christ died 
in my place. Jesus Christ died in 
my behalf. Yes, 


Down from His glory and splendour He came, 
Into a world of woe; : 

Took on Himself all MY sin and MY shame 
Why should He love me so? 


But because He did, 


How can | help but love Him, 
When He loved me so; 
How can | help but love Him, 
When He loved me so. 


Yes, “My God, my God, why 
..?”’ Because of His position—He 
was bearing our sin. 


IT. Because of His Person: 

Becoming Our Sacrifice! 

But hear me again. Not only 
because of His. position, but be- 
cause of His person:.He was be- 
coming our sacrifice. John 1:29 
says, “Behold the. Lamb of God, 
whjch,.taketh away the sin of the 
world.” First John 2:2 tells us, 
“And he is the propitiation for our 
Sins: and not for our’s only, but 
aiso for the sins of the whole 
world.” The Lord Jesus Christ was 
taking our place at the cross of 
Calvary, He was becoming our 
sacrifice, He was God's sacrificial 
lamb being offered to take away 
our sin. 

You read the Old Testament. 
Every sacrifice in the Old Testa- 
ment that had to do with atoning 
for sin was consumed, or cut off, 
or completely destroyed in some 
way. For example, there was the 
whole burnt-offering which burned 
all night long on the altar of fire 
that never went out. And even 
then, the next morning, the ashes 
were taken without the camp and 
cast away. 

It was the same with the sin- 
offering. It was first slain and 
the blood sprinkled seven times 
before the vail of the sanctuary, 
then on the horns of the altar of 
sweet incense and poured out at 
the altar of burnt-offering. The 
fat was burned on the same altar 
and then what remained was 
burned without the camp. 

It was the same with the tres-

I wonder what that love means 
to you tonight? It was this great 
love that brought the Lord Jesus, 
the Son of God, from the glories 
of Heaven to the tasting of the 
Hell of Calvary for sinners such 
as you and me. 

The story is told that Kazainak, 
the robber chieftain of Green- 
land, came to a missionary’s hut 
one’ day as he was translating the 
Scripture into the native lan- 
guage. He stood and_ silently 
watched the minister a moment, 


then inquired as to what he was 
doing. The missionary said, “I’m 
taking these letters and with the 
letters I am making words. With 


these words this Book is able to 
talk to us.’ 


The robber’ chieftain _ said, 
“Would it talk to me?” 
“ves.” 


“I'd like to hear it talk to me.” 

The missionary turned to the 
story of the crucifixion and began 
to read of the sufferings and the 
humiliation of the Son of God. 

The robber chieftain listened 
very carefully and when the mis- 
sionary paused in the reading he 
interrupted to question, “Why? 
What’s’ this man done? Has He 
killed someone? Has He stolen 
another man’s wife?

When I was a boy, my father 
used to tell us stories all the time. 
As a matter of fact, the folks 
could get us to go to bed at 3:00 
o'clock in the afternoon if Dad 
would tell a story. He had stories 
about Jimmy Chipmunk; stories 
about Robert the Rabbit; stories 
about Harold the Snake—every 
kind of a story you could think 
of.“ Some were made-up animal 
stories and some were true-life 
human. stories. I didn’t always 
know when he was telling true 
stories or when he was making 
them up to please us. But I re- 
member one story he told me time 
and again that broke my heart 
every time I heard it. After I 
came to years I learned it really 
was a true story and that he got 
it from one of Dr. R. A. Torrey’s 
sermons. Dr. Torrey insisted that 
it had been verified by a profes- 
sor at the University of North 
Carolina where the incident took 
place. 


My dad used to put me up on

The Psalms were the favorite 
book of Hooker, of Horne, and of 
Luther, who regarded them as the 
choicest trees in the garden of the 
Lord. The epistles of Paul were 
seldom out of the hands of Chrys- 
ostom, the golden-mouthed orator 
of the early church. The martyr 
Ridley tells us incidentally, in his 
farewell to his friends, that he had 
learned nearly the whole of them 
in the course of his s@Jitary walks 
at Oxford. Boyle could quote in 
the original Greek any passage of 
the New [Testament that might 
happen to be named. On Daniel 
and Revelation Sir Isaac Newton 
spent some of the ripest hours of 
his life. Locke devoted twelve

doctor and they figured it would 
be at least seven long years be- 
fore they saw him again since he 
would need to work summers in 
the city, 

After about two years, the dad- 
dy said to the mother, “I just 
can’t stand it any longer. I will 
have to make the long journey 
to visit our boy.” 


He went out and hitched the 
horse to the buggy and started off. 
It took him several days to get 
there but he didn’t mind the jour- 
ney for the joy in his heart. They 
were in very poor circumstances; 
every penny they had been able 
to set aside had been used to help 
their boy through school. The 
daddy’s clothes were’t so good; 
the buggy was pretty much out of 
date and the bones on the old 
horse were sticking out. When 
he hit that college town, my, the 
laughter! Everybody who saw him 
said, ‘Look at that old man! 
Look at that old horse!” So they 
joked. But he didn’t mind; he 
was looking for his boy. 


As he rode along across that 
campus looking, way off down the 
street his old eyes recognized his 
son and another boy coming to- 
ward him, But what he didn't 
know was that the boy walking 
with his son had looked up and 
said, “Hey, would you look at 
that! Look at this old fool com- 
ing down the road with that old 
horse and that old buggy!” And 
so they laughed together. 

When the father got almost to 
the young men, he dropped the 
reins, bounced over the side of 
that buggy, ran full speed down 
the sidewalk, threw his,arms open 
to the boy and shouted, “Son! I’m 
so glad to see you!” 

But the boy just quickly side- 
stepped and said, “Sir, you must 
have made a mistake. You're not 
my father. I don’t know you. I’ve 
never seen you before in my life, 
as far as I know.” The ungrateful 
son turned on his heels and 
walked off, leaving his broken- 
hearted daddy standing there in 
open-mouthed amazement. 


Whenever my father would tell 
me this story and remind me of 
the sacrifices those loving parents 
had made for their boy in sending 
him to school, I would weep like 
a baby. I could never understand 
why the boy would treat his daddy 
so contemptuously, even though 
he didn’t have good clothes and 
the horse and buggy weren't 
much. Even if everyone else was 
laughing and mocking, I couldn't 
understand why the boy wouldn't 
boldly step out, throw his arms 
around his daddy, claim him as 
his own, and return a portion of 
the sacrificial love his father had 
made for him! 

My father said that the old man 
got back in the buggy, went back 
home, unhitched the horse, fed 
him, watered him, went into the 
house, sat down in the rocking 
ehair, and died of a broken -heart. 
I say, I’ve never been able to un- 
derstand that story. I couldn't 
when I was a boy; I can’t tonight. 

But I tell you truly that the 
story of. the ungrateful son is 
dead easy to understand, it is the 
height of simplicity to comprehend 
in comparison with the story that 
God Himself left Heaven’s glory, 
took upon Himself the form of a 
servant, went ail the way to the 
cross of Calvary, was spit upon, 
had His beard pulled out by the 
roots from His face, had His back 
beaten with the lashes of the 
dread cat-o-nine-tails, had the 
Roman nails driven through His 
hands, the crown of thorns jam- 
med upon His brow, was jeered 
at, was laughed at, was blindfold- 
ed and smitten in the face, was 
mockingly invited to prophesy, 
was challenged to come down 
from the cross, was weighted with 
all the sins of the world upon 
Him, tasted all the physical, men- 
tal and spiritual agony .that He 
did in order to buy salvation for 
sinners; 
meet Him and say, “I won’t have 
You. I won’t let You come into 
my heart. I won’t receive You. I 
won't let You save me. I won't 
let You take me to Heaven. I 
want my own way. I want my 
own sin. I want my own life,” and 
turn away from Him. I tell you 
it is far easier to understand the 
attitude of the boy who turned 
down his daddy than it is to un- 
derstand the attitude of a sinner 
who turns down such a Saviour 
as this! 


Can you reject such matchless 
love? 
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then to have a_sinner 
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ithat boy or girl, 


Can you His claim disown? 
Come give your all in gratitude, 
Nor leave Him thus alone. 


Why not right now, this mo- 
ment, let this lovely, wonderful 
Saviour come into your heart and 
save you forever? He will! He said 
in Romans 10:13, ‘Whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.’ That ig 
God’s Word and all of Heaven 
stands behind it. The sinner who 
will trust Him and will call upon 
His name, shall be, shall be, 
SHALL BE saved, according to 
God’s own Word.

into my heart, Lord Jesus.” May 
tonight they cry, “God, be merci- 
ful to me, a sinner,” and be saved. 
Lord, those who have been re- 
jecting and turning down the Sav- 
iour who died for them at Cal- 
vary, help them not to do it any 
more. Help them to quit it to- 
night. Help them to stop it right 
now and be saved. There are 
Christians here tonight with sin 
in their hearts and lives. Awaken 
them to the realization that this 
is the price He paid for them. May 
they lay every sin aside, every 
false pleasure, every habit that 
binds them, and present theme 
selves anew and afresh in conse- 
cration at the pierced feet of Je-
